CHAPTER AXA. 


AN ACT ro RRGULATE THA SALE OF SPIRITUOUS LIQUORS AND 
FOR OTHER PURPOSES.

Section 1, That no person shall be permitted to sell spirituous 
liquors in this Territory by measure, [less] than one quart, withe 
out having frat obtained a license from the board of county com- 
missioners, or if they be not in session from the clerk of the 
board of county commissioners of the proper county, for that 
purpose. 


Sea, 3. Bvery person applying for a licenso to sell spirituous 
Yiquors in less quantity than one quart, shall pay- into the 
county treasury, the sum of not less than thirty dellars nor 
more than one hundred dollars per annuw in the discretion of 
the beard of county commissioners, or in case they ara not in 
session, in the discretion of the clerk ofthe hoard of connty 
commissioners ;
